^ould operate automatically. 

5) Alwaye obeerve that the lower guard la 
covering the Made before placing cutter 
down on bench or floor. 

An unprotected, coasting blade wiH cause the 
cutter to waJk backwaids. cutting whatever Is 
in Ite path. Ba awaie of the time It takes for 
the blade to stop after swith is fsteased. 

6) NEVER hold piece being cut In your 
hands or aorosa your lag. 

It to Important to support the work property 
to mtnimize body expoeure, blade binding, 
or loea of control. 

7) Hold tool by Inaulated gripping auriacee 
when performing an operetlon where 
the cutting tool may eontaet hidden 
wiring. 

Contact with a "live" wire wlit also malce 
expoead metal parte of the tool "live' and 
shock the operator. 

8) When ripping always uss a rip lencs or 
straight edge guide. 

This improves the accuracy of cut and 
reduces the chance for btede binding. 

9) Always uss Made wHh correct elie and 
ahaps (diamond vs. round) arbor holee. 
Blades that do not match Ihe moundng hard- 
ware of the cutter vMI run eooanlricaly, causing 
loss of cortrol. 

10) Never uee dameged or Inoorrect blade 
waeftere or bolte. 

The txlade washers and bolt were specially 
dadgned for your oiltor. for opiimijm pedomianoe 
and sataly of opsnion. 

1 1) CBuaa and Operator PievenUon ol ncMMCk: 
Kickback Is a audden reaction to a 
pinched, bound, or misaligned cutter 
blade, causing an uncontrolled cutter to lift 
up and out of the workpiece toward the 
operator. When the blade to pinched or 



bound tightly by the kerf closing down, the 
blade stalls arKl the motor reaction drives 

, the unit rapidly back toward the operator. 
If the blade becomes twisted or mtoaligned 

, in the cut, the teeth at the back edge of the 
blade can dig into tiie top surface ol the 
metel causing the blade to dimb out of the 
kerf ar>d jurnp back toward the operator. 
KKkback is the result of tool misuse and / or 
inoorrect operating prooedues or oondMons and 
cai be avoided by taking proper precaulk]ns as 
givsnbekiw: 

12}Melntain a firm grip on the euttsr snd 
position your body and arm In a way 
that allowe you to reelet KICKBACK 
forcee. 

KICKBACK forces can be controlled by the 
operator, if proper precautions are token. 

13) Whan blade to binding, or whan Intarrupting 
a out fbr any raaeon, retoeee Ihe trigger and 
hoM the cutler moUontoas In tha matwial 
until the blade comee to a eomptaito atop. 
Never attempt to remove the cutter from the 
work or puU the cutter beekward white the 
blade la In motion or KICKBACK may 
occur. 

Investigate and take corrective actiona to 
eliminate the cause of blade binding. 

1 4) When rastertlng a cutter In ths WDrtqpisos, 
center the cutter Made In the kerf and 
check thet teeth ara not engeged Into the 
meierteL 

If cutter blade is binding, it may walk up or 
KICKBACK from the wotkptooe aa ttw cutter 
isreetertad. 

15) Support large panels to mtnlmtis ths 
risk of Made pinching and KICKBACK. 

L^rge panels tend to sag under their own 
weight. Supports must be placed under 
the panel on both sides, near the line of 
cut and near the edge of the panel. 

1 6) Do not uee dull or damaged blade. 
Unsharpened or Improperly set blades 
produce narrow kerf causing excessive 
frk^ion, blade binding, and KICKBACK. 

17) Biade depth and bevel acQuetkig kicking 
tevera muet be tight and eecura befdra 
meMng cuL 

If blade adjustment shifte white cutting, it 
WiH cause bindhig and KICKBACK. 

18) Uae extra caution when making a 
"Pocket Cut" Into existing walls or 
other blind areaa. 

The protmding blade may cut objecte that

5) Make sure cord is located so that It wfll net 
be stepped on, tripped over, or otheiwise 
subjected to damsge or stress. 

6) An extension cord should not be used 
unless absolutely necessary. 

Use of improper extension cord could 
result In a risk of fire and electrk: shock.

a. that pins on plug of extenston cord are 
the same number, size and shspe as 
those of plug on charger. 

b. that extension cord is properly wired 
and in good electrical oonditkMi.

7) Do not operate charger with damaged coid 
Of phig— take it to a qualified serviceman. 

8) Do not operate charger if it has received 
a shaip blow, been dropped, or ottienvise 
damaged In any way; take It to a qualified 
servteeman. 

9) Do not disassemble charger; take it to a 
qualified serviceman when service or 
repair is required. Incorrect reassembly 
may result in a risk of electric shock or 
fire. 

10) To reduce the risk of electrk: shock, unplug 
charger from outlet before attempting any 
maifilanance or cleaning.

22) Do not short the battery pack, if you keep 
a battery pack in a tool box. for example, 
it couM be shorted by touching any metal 
ot^ects in the box. Store in a dry !ocatk>n. 
Do not alknv the battery pack to become 
wet with ariy liquid. A battery short can 
cause a large current flow, overfleating 
and bums. 

23) Use only a dry. soft doth for cleaning the 
charger. Do not use a damp doth, thin- 
ner, benzine, or other volatile solvents for 
cleaning.

Setting Up 

Charging Battery Pack 

Charge the battery pack when the cutting 
speed t)eoome6 too slow for effective cutting, 
if you have two Iwtteiy packs, you can use one 
to continue working while charging the other 
one. 

Note: When you charge the battery pack 
for the first time, or after prolonged 
storage, charge It for about 24 
hours to brtng the batteries up to full 
capacity. 



1 . Plug the charger into the AC outlet. 
Not*: * Sparks may be produced when the 

plug is inserted Into the AC power 
supply, but this is not a problem in 
tenns of sirfety. 

2. Insert the battery pack firmly Into the 




chaiger 

3. During chaiglng, the charging lamp will 
be lit. 

When charging Is completed, an inter- 
nal electronic switch will automatically 
be tiiggerad to prevent overcharging. 

• Charging will not start if the battery 
pack is wami (for example, immedi- 
ately after heavy-duty operatk>n). 
The orange standby lamp will be lit 
unH the battery cools down. Chaiglng 
wIN then begin automatically. 

4. When charging la completed, the charg- 
irn lamp WW start flaahing rapidly. 

5. When the battery pack has not been 
used for a kxig time, the charging lamp 
starts flaahing atowly to indtoate protec- 
tive oharglng.Protective charging takes 
longer to fiiy charge the battery pack, 
than the standard chardng time. (Max. 
charging time la approx. 90 minutes). 

• If a fUHy charged battery pack is Insert- 
ed into the chiuger again, the charging 
lamp may Hghl up. After several min- 



utes, the charging lamp may flash 
quIcMy to indk»te the charging is com- 
pleted. 

6. If the charging lamp does not light Imme- 
. diately after the charger is plugged In, or 
if after the standard charging time the 
lamp does not go off, consult an autho- 
rized dealer. 

Note: • When a cold battery (of about 
5*C or less) is to be charged In a 
warm room, leave the battery in 
the room for at least one hour 
and charge it when it has 
warmed up to room tempertfure. 
(Failing to do so may rssult in 
kiss than a full charge.) 
• Cool down the charger when 
charging more than two 
battery packs consecutively. 
* Do not insert your fingers into 
contact hole, when holding 
charger or any other occasions. 
CAUTION: • Do not use power source 
from an engine generator. 
• Do not cover vent holea 
on the charger and the 
battery peck.

Before Using Metal Cutter 

Each timo you use the metal cutter, you must 
make sure It Is In good operating condiUon. 
Use the following checklist: 

1. Is tt)e blade installed in the correct directkm? 
The arrow on the blade must point In the 
same direction as the arrow on the upper 
blade cover. 

2. Is the blade Installed property? 

Make sure the hex bolt Is tightened 

securely. (See Fig. 13 page 16} 

3. Does the blade look all right? 

Replace the blade immediately if there are 
any cracks in it or if any teeth are broken. 

4. Does the lower blade guaid close property? 



WARNING 

To avoM tr^ury. do not use the metal cutter 
If the lower blade guard doea not cloae 
quteUy over the blade.

3. Start cutting when the blade reaches full 
speed. 

4. Durlng cutting, keep your cutting line 
straight. Move the metal cutter forward at a 
steady speed, while tooking at the tip of the 
blade through the transparent window. 



WARNING 

• To prevent dangerous Mckbeck. keep the 
base of the metal cutler flat on the surfacs 

of the material being cuL 

• Never force the cutler. Use light and continuous 
prsssurs. 

5. If the motor starts to feet too warm, stop 
cutting. Let the metal cutter cool down 
t)ef ore continuing work. 

6. It is always a safe practice to remove the 
battery pack after use and before storing 
the metal cutter. 
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Cutting depth adjustment 

• Loosen the depth atyustment wing nut and 
adjust the cutting depth. 
Tighten the depth adjustment wing nut 
securely at the desired cutting depth.

• When making an inoompleta cut or cutting is interrupted, or blade is binding or cutter is 
stalling; release the trigger immediately and hold the cutter motionless in the material until 
the blade comes to a oompleta stop. To avoid Mplddack, never attempt to remove the cutter 
from the worit or pull the cutter backward while ttie blade is In motion. Make sure the blade 
has come to a complete stop, ttien remove cutter from cut. To resume cutting, start metal 
cutler, alkyw the Made to reach fuH speed, reenter ttw cut slowly and resume cutting. 



4. Place ttw wider part of the cutter baae on the part of the work piece which is solidly supported 
(Fig. 11), never on the section that will fall off when the cut is made(rig. 12).

Even though your metal cutter has an automatic brake, beftm setting the metal cutter-down, 
make sure ttie Made has come to a complete stop and the k>wer blade guard has ckMed. 

6. Do not use if anything seems unusual. Remove battery pack immediately. 

• If the metal cutter body becomes very hot, or does not work properly, remove ttie battery pack 
and do not use. Have it checked by an auttiortzed sen/ioe center.
